MEDICAL  OFFICER’S  REPORT,  1944 


The  area  of  Glendale  is  147,695  acres.  The  resident  population 
according  to  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate  was  7,428,  a decrease  of 
405  on  1943. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  was  2,362. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  was  £29,162,  and  a Id  rate  in 
the  £4  was  £134  2s  6d. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  chief  industry  in  the  area  is  agriculture  and  also  quarrying 
for  gravel. 

There  is  practically  no  unemployment  at  the  present  time,  due  to 
increased  demand  for  workers  on  the  land,  and  to  more  work  being 
obtainable  in  various  Government  contracts  in  the  area. 


There  were  no  new  houses  built  in  Glendale  during  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  FOR  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA 

There  is  one  part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  District, 
and  five  District  Medical  Officers  under  the  Public  Assistance  Com- 
mittee, who  are  also  Public  Vaccinators  in  their  respective  Districts. 

There  is  one  whole-time  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  also  Inspector 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  under  the  Housing  and  Petroleum 
Acts.  He  holds  the  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Sanitary  Institute. 

An  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  was  appointed  in  1943  in  relation 
to  meat  inspection  only. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  analysis  are  sent  to  the  County 
Bacteriological  Laboratory  under  the  County  Medical  Officer  and 
specimens  for  chemical  analysis  to  the  County  Analyst. 

Ambulance  Facilities 

An  arrangement  exists  between  the  Local  Authority  and  Berwick 
Authority  whereby  ambulance  facilities  may  be  supplied  when  neces- 
sary. Berwick  is  15  miles  distant.  Ambulance  facilities  are  also 
available  at  Alnwick,  17  miles  distant,  and  Kelso,  20  miles  distant, 
at  short  notice.  There  is  also  a private  ambulance  situated  at  a local 
garage,  which  is  available  in  an  emergency. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

There  are  no  practising  Registered  Midwives  in  the  District. 
Several  district  nurses,  under  the  supervision  of  the  County  Nursing 
Association,  attend  to  the  needs  of  the  population  in  their  homes. 
There  are  2 Health  Visitors  for  the  area. 

Treatment  Centre  and  Clinics 

There  is  one  Child  Welfare  Clinic  in  Wooler,  which  is  held  once 
a week  under  the  Medical  Officer  and  the  Health  Visitor. 

Hospitals  : Public  and  Voluntary 

There  is  no  Public  or  Voluntary  Hospital  in  the  area,  arrange- 
ments having  been  made  for  the  admission  of  patients  to  either  Berwick 
or  Alnwick  Infirmaries. 

There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  in  Glendale  belonging  to  the  Local 
Authority  containing  2 wards  capable  of  accommodating  10  patients 
with  separate  accommodation  for  nurses,  etc.  The  Hospital  was  not 
used  in  1044. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  FOR  THE  AREA 
Water  supplies  in  the  District  proved  satisfactory.  Further  reference 
to  these  are  contained  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

No  trouble  was  experienced  in  the  area  under  these  headings. 
Rivers  and  Streams

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES 

There  were  mild  epidemics  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough 
during  the  year  but  complications  were  few  and  there  were  no 
fatalities.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  was  carried  on  during  the  year,  81 
children  under  5,  and  10  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15  being  immunised 
under  the  scheme. 

It  was  estimated  that,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  91.5%  of  children 
under  5 and  95.8%  of  children  between  5 and  15  in  the  area  had  been 
immunised.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council , 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1944. 


SCAVENGING 

The  scavenging  question  has  not  been  altogether  satisfactory 
during  the  year.  Labour  has  been  a difficulty  and  contractors  are  not 
giving  the  service  that  we  would  like.  We  have  still  got  contractors 
for  Wooler,  Lowick,  Ghat-ton  and  Wark,  the  rest  of  the  district  being 
attended  to  by  the  Estates  or  Farmers.  We  are  beginning  to  find  the 
need  for  better  refuse  collection  and  disposal  in  all  our  villages. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in  the  District  were  all  kept  clean  and 
tidy  during  the  year  and  we  had  no  cause  for  complaints.  We  have 
still  27  Oowkeepers  and  497  Cows.  The  .byre  at  Humbleton  was  im- 
proved and  a new  dairy  and  byre  was  started  at  Brewery  Farm,  Wooler. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  AND  DISINFECTIONS 

Our  Isolation  Hospital  was  not  used  during  the  year.  16  sets  of 
bedding,  etc.,  were  brought  in  to  our  steam  disinfector  and  disinfected, 
also  some  blankets  for  the  military.  21  rooms  and  2 Hospital  Wards 
were  disinfected  with  formalin  lamps. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTIONS 

The  following  is  a list  of  the  different  articles  of  food  that  were 
surrendered  to  me  as  unfit  for  use  during  the  year : — Sugar,  460  lbs.  ; 
Tea,  54  lbs.  ; Sultanas,  200  lbs.  ; Cheese,  91  lbs.  ; Butter,  52  lbs.  ; Cake, 
28  lbs.  ; Cabbage,  42  lbs.  ; Kippers,  28  lbs.  ; Bacon,  42  lbs.  ; and  1,095 
tins  of  jam,  milk  and  other  foods. 

A shed  for  storing  offal,  condemned  meat,  etc.,  was  built  at  the 
slaughterhouse  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  390'  stones  of  beef,  182 
stones  of  mutton,  and  16  stones  of  pork  were  condemned  as  unfit  for 
food  at  the  slaughterhouses. 


BAKEHOUSES 

We  have  still  five  bakehouses  working  in  the  district  and  all  are 
kept  clean

WATER  SUPPLIES  AND  DRAINAGE 

We  have  had  some  trouble  with  pump  breakages  at  Milfield  Water 
Supply,  also  with  the  windmill  top  being  blown  off  at  Branxton,  but 
otherwise  the  water  supplies  were  satisfactory.  A new  spring  was 
found  and  tested  at  W ark,  and  a scheme  for  improvements  is  being 
prepared  by  a Water  Engineer.  The  Wooler  Sewage  Disposal  is  still 
working  to  full  capacity  but  is  satisfactory. 


HOUSING 

No  new  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  but  more  improvements 
were  done  at  Yeavering,  Westnewton  and  Fenton  Hill.  We  had  all 
the  Council  houses  in  Wooler  painted  during  the  year.
